Graf Spee Scuttled 

By Officers 


Climaxing the biggest news 
of last week, viz., the naval 
battle between the Admiral 
Graf Spee, 10,000 ton p.ckef 
battleship cf the Nazi fleet, 
and the Exeter, Achilles and 
Ajax near M-.ntevideo, Ih.igi . 
South America, in which ilio 
Graf Spec was so badly dumps- 
cd she had to seek shelter in 
the i rt for repairs, the officers 
of the Graf Spee reportedly 
acting on odors fiom Herr Hit 
ler, blew up the shlip with inter- 
r.i 1 mine and in three minutes 
she sank in the coze ol the 
harbor three miles from her 
morringo. in twenty-five feet ol 
water with the superstructure 
si ill showing. Later reports 
slated that other blasts lvud 
wrecked this structure and that 
nothing remained to mark lire 
graveyard of Ibis powerful ship 
All members of the crew weie 
saved.

Comments often heard when 
prices of young dairy cattle arc 
mentioned would indicate that 
man v farmers do not appreciate 
fully the cost of raising lt heifer 
to the age at which she first 
starts into production. Age id 
first calving i s usually slightly 
over two years and as the aver¬ 
age age of a dairy cow is prob¬ 
ably not over six years, one 
third of her lifetime i s nun-pro¬ 
ductive.Some years ago the 
Lethbridge Experimental Slat 
ion started keeping records on 
the cost of raising dairy heifers 
and sufficient data have been 
accumulated to permit of some 
preliminary remarks. 

The life of the heifer has 
been divided into six months’ 
periods. Records for 30 heifei 
calves up to six months of '.age, 
during the past five years, indi¬ 
cate the following average feed 
consumptio n pei calf for normal 
development. Whole milk, 508 
lbs.; skim milk, 1798 lbs.; grain, 
310 lbb.; hay, 403 lbs.; and pas 
ture, 12 days. Most of the calv¬ 
es were winter calves and, there 
fore, had very little pasture, 
thus the low figure for numbei 
of days on pasture. For the 
period under consideration, the 
average cost of feeding a calf 
for the first six months of its 
life was $15.53. 

Records are available for 21 
heifers between six months and 
twelve months of age and thej 
show the following feed con¬ 
sumption: Skim milk, 1,010 ib ; 
grain, 514 lbs.; hay 994 lb; past 
ure, 69 days. The average cost 
per heifer for this six months’ 
period during the three years 
covered by this data was $16.8'). 

These figures indicate that 
the feed cost alone for the first 
year of life was over $30.00 
This does not take into consul 
eration the original cost of the 


calf in terms of hull service, 
nor does it include labour char 
ges or shelter. When it is rem- 
i inhered that this cost is only 
the lmlfwa v mark to production 
it l>ecome s evident that a heifer, 
ready to calve for the first time 
constitutes a considerable in¬ 
vestment. 

Complete data arc not yet 
available at the Station to cov¬ 
er th p remaining developmental 
period hut it seems reasonable 
to assume that a well developed 
dairy heifer will constitute an 
investment of about $60.00 to 
$70.00 to the producer. 

Usually the feed for the sec 
ond year is not as expensive as 
for the first year but it should 
be available in liberal amounts 
to provide for continued devel¬ 
opment. Pa-sture and high qua' 
it.v legume hay will obviate the 
necessity of the use of much 
concentrate except during the 
last couple of months before 
the gestation period is termin¬ 
ated.
